They occupied a part of 
what is now known as the Department of Santander, 
and their chief place seemed to have been Bucaramanga, 
although their expeditions extended over a compara- 
tively large radius. Several of the articles have been 
found in tombs which by their structure are believed 
to be of Caciques or Chieftains.
